A Brick Wall. 


Quincy, Jan. 21st 1879. 

In your last week's issue, I noticed a 
paragraph as follows :— 

** Bricks should always be wet Lefore 
being laid. A wall twelve inches thick 
of wet-laid bricks, is equivalent to one 
sirtern inches thick, when the bricks have 
heen put up dry.” 

Now I seriously question the authori- 
ty of any such proposition, for it is a/ 
well-known fact, to those who are com- 
petent to give an opinion on the subject, 
that brick used for building purposes 
during the heated seasons, should be 
well wet, before being used ; per contra, 
bricks used in the winter or frosty sea- 
sons, should never be wet, but should be 
dried by beat, to extract all moisture 
from them, for, although it may not be 
perceptible (in the majority of cases it 
is) bricks in such weather are covered, 
and the pores are full, with frosty or icy 
moisture which if not effaced, prevents 
the adhesion of the mortar and the result 
unstable work. Further, all mortar 
used in the winter months should be 
mixed ina heated apartment, or with 
hot water, to render A 1 work, and to 
contain at least 25 per cent. of cement. 
That atwelve inch wall, built with wetted 
bricks, is equivalent to a sixteen inch 
wall built with dry bricks (labor and 
materials the same) is sheer nonsense; 
but one is proportionately more substan- 
tantial than the other.

11th, 1878, the following provisions of Chapter 
“64 of the General Statutes will be strictly en-

Sec. 47. Whena householder knows thata 
person within his family is taken sick of... . 
any disease dangerous to the public 
health, he shall immediately give notice thereof 
to the board of health of the town in 
which he dwells If he refuses or neclects to 
give such notice, he shall forfeit a sum not 
exceeding S100 

Sec. 48. When a physician knows that any 
person whom heis called to visit is infected 
with . ‘ any disease dangerous to the 
public health, he shall immediately give notice 
thereof to the board of health of the 
town; and if he refuses or neglects to give such 
notice, he shall forfeit for each offence a sum 
not less than S50, nor more than S100 

The Board considers the above sections to 
apply to searlet fever, smal] pox, diptheria, 
measles, and whooping cough

The following is the text of the new) 
pension law recently passsed by Con-| 
gress. We publish it by request that 
those interested may learn just what it 
does and does not provide for, which few 
seem, at present, to know anything

* REivedy Ur yereide that..al) pensions

wounds, injuries or disease received or 
contracted in said service during said 
war of the rebellion, shall commence 
from the date of the death or discharge 
from said service of the person on whose 
account the claim has been or shall here- 
after be granted, or from the termination 
of the right of the party having prior 
title to such pension: Provided, The rate

Sec. 47. Whena houscholder knows thata 
person within his family is taken sick of... .

health, he «hal! immediately give notice thereof 
to the . : board of health of the town in 
which he dwellx. If he refuses or neglects to 
give such notice, he shall forfeit a sum not 
exceeding $100. 

Sec. 48. When a physician knows that any 
person whom he ix called to visit is infected 
=: any disease dangerous to the 
pnblic health, he shall immediately give notice 
thereof to the ..... board of health of the 
town: and if he refuses or neglects to give such 
notice, he shall forfeit for each offence a sum 
vot less than $%), nor more than $100. 

The Board considers the above sections to 
apply to scarlet fever, small-pox, diphtheria, 
measles, and whooping cough.
